To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I again  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
Dis  trict . 

According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  there 
has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  population,  5,814 
compared  with  5,795  the  previous  year. 

There  were  83  births,  twenty  more  than  in  1951,  but 
even  though  the  Birth  Rate  has  risen. from  10.9  bo  14.4 
per  1,000  of  the  population  it  is  still  below  the  national 
and  county  rates,  15*3  and  15.6  respectively.  However, 
if  allowance  is  made  for  the  high  proportion  of  elderly 
people  in  the  District  and  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate,  15.4, 
calculated,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  much 
the  same  as  elsewhere,. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  in  keeping  with  the 
rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  Death 
Rate  from  16.9  in  1951  to  13.6  in  the  year  under  review. 

Here  again  allowance  must  be  made  for  age  distribution 
and  the  local  Corrected  Death  Rate,  10.3,  used  for 
comparing  with  the  Death  Rate,  11.3,  for  England  and  Wales. 

Actually  the  number  of  deaths  fell  from  98  last  year 
to  79  in  1952. 

Three  infants  died  in  their  first  year  making  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  35  pen  1,000  live  births.  This 
rate  is  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  County  and  national 
rates  which  are  both  under  30  but  the  local  figures  are  so 
small  that  the  fluctuation  in  rate  due  to  one  death  is  out 
of  all  proportion.  In  our  case  it  is  best  to  take  the 

rate  over  a number  of  years;  it  will  be  observed  in  the 
table  given  later  in  the  Report  that  in  keeping  with  other 
districts  there  is  a general  tendency  for  infantile  mortality 
to  decline  year  by  year. 
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The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  light 
and  the  District  free  from  epidemics. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  provision 
of  new  houses,  twenty-eight  were  built  during  the  year 
making  a total  of  130  since  the  war,  and  a further 
twenty  were  built  by  private  enterprise* 

I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  to  my  colleagues  for  all  the  help  which  I have 
received  during  the  year.

There  has  been  a small  increase  in  the  number  of vaccinations , 

27  as  against  22  in  the  previous  year.  The  acceptance  rate  for  babies 
is  25  per  cent.  Here  again  the  position  is  not  yet  satisfactory 
although  it  has  improved  since  19H8  when  the  response  had  fallen' 
so  low  that  only  one  child  in  ten  was  being  vaccinated. 

A protected  population  is  the  barrier  to  the  spread  of 
smallpox.  By  modern  means  of  transport  people  can  arrive  so 
quickly  from  areas  where  the  disease  is  endemic  that  outbreaks 
can  occur  in  unprotected  populations. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  A-CT\  19H8 

Section  47  1 Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  Need 
of  Care  and  Attention. 

No  application  was  made  to  the  Court  under  this  Section 
for  the  removal  of  aged  or  ’infirm  people  living  in  insanitary 
circumstances  and  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  not 
receiving  from  other  people,  proper  care  and  attention 

Visits  have  been  made  to  a number  of  cases  of  this  type 
but  the  Home  Help  Service  was  able  to  provide  for  the  need 
of  some  of  these  lonely  old  people  and  enable  them  to  c o.rry 
on  in  their  own  homes. 

The  activity  of  the  Old  People’s  Clubs  is  particularly 
valuable  in  preventing  bad  conditions  arising.  Absentees 
from  the  meetings  are  visited  and  help,  if  required,  is  given 
at  an  early  stage  when  it  is  most  useful. 

The  old  People’s  Welfare  Commit be©  is  maintaining  a 
register  of  old  people  living  alone  in  the  area*

Ambulance  Service 


The  Ambulance  Service  is  maintained  by  the  County 
Council  and  is  obtained  from  Cheltenham  Control  Station 
(telephone  number  Cheltenham  3112)  and  in  emergency 
dialing  ”999”  to  the  local  Exchange  and  asking  for 

" Ambulance  Service11. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  supplemented  by  a hospital 
car  service  which  is  available  for  taking  patients  to 
and  from  appointments  in  connection  with  the  Rational  Health 
Service  providing  the  use  of  public  transport  is  not  possible. 
Requests  for  this  Service  should  be  made  to  the  Control 
Station  at  Cheltenham  and  at  least  48  hours  notice  must  be 
given. 


Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  area  is  covered  by  the  District  Nursing  Association 
under  the  control  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  County 
Council.

Home  Help  Service 

This  Service  is  organised  by  the  County  Council  and 
a charge  is  made  according  to  a scale  of  assessment. 

The  Home  Help  takes  over  the  ruining  of  the  home  where 
the  housewife  is  temporarily  incapacitated  through  illness. 

As  noted  elsewhere,  the  Service  is  very  useful  to  old 
people  who  can  no  longer  manage  because  of  infirmity.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  within  the  statutory- 
water  supply  area  of  the  Cheltenham  Corporation  Water 
Undertaking.  The  supply  was  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year  both  in  respect  of  quality  and  quantity. 

Fifty-nine  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  water 
main  comprising  48  new  houses  and  11  existing  houses.

The  repair  and  reconditioning  of  existing  houses 
is  a very  important  part  of  the  housing  problem. 

Many  of  the  houses  let  at  controlled  rents  and  of 
those  owner  occupied  fall  far  short  of  the  standards 
and  amenities  which  are  expected  today. 

Little  is  being  done  to  recondition  these  old 
houses  although  the  cost  would  be  far  less  than  for 
building  new  ones. 

Where  houses  are  let  at  a controlled  rent  it  is 
not  practicable  to  serve  a repair  Notice  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  Such  a notice  can  only  require 
repairs  at  a reasonable  expense,  i.e.,  recoverable  from 
the  rent.  Nowadays,  the  rent  from  a controlled  house, 

even  if  taken  over  a long  period,  would  in  no  wa y meet 
the  bill  for  its  alterations.  Under  these  circumstances 
the  demolition  section  applies  and  its  operation  means 
the  loss  of  a house  to  the  District. 
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. i . .. 

A libble  pabching  can  be  effected  by  using  bhe 
nuisance  secbions  of  bhe  Public  Healbh  Acb,  bub  if 
exbensive  repairs  are  called  for  bhe  Judicabure  frown 
upon  bhis  mebhod  and  regard  ib  as  a misuse  of  bhe 
Public  Healbh  Acb. 

Secbion  20  of  bhe ’Housing  Acb,  1949  provides  for 
generous  granbs  bo  be  made  where  bhe  recondi bioning  of 
houses  is  carrfed  oub . ' ' Local  Aubhori  bies  may  make 

granbs  bo  privabe  owners  for  bhe  provision  of  dwellings, 
by  conversion  of  houses  or  obhe'r  buildings  and  for  bhe 
impr ovenien b of  exisbing  houses.  The  houses  musb  have 
an  esbimabed  life  of  50’ 'years,  and  bhe  s bandar d of 
accommodabion  provided  musb  approximabe  bo  bhab  of  a new 
Council  house  after  bhe'  imp ro  vetoed b s have  been  carried  oub  . 

The  granb  is  for  fifby  per  cenb  of  bhe  oub lay  and  bhe 
owner  is  enbibled  bo  increase  bhe  renb  bo  give  a re  burn  of 
6%  on 'His  share. 

These  granbs  are  also  available  bo  owner  occupiers 
upon  bhe  same  berms  and  conditions. 

If  bhe  m-co  .dibioring  cosbs  bhe  maximum  allowed  under 
this  S,.cbion,  £800,  bhe  Gove  rumen  b granb  will  nob  exceed 
£400  and  in  bhis  evenb  bhe  permibbed  increase  in  renb 
because  of  bhe  owner’s  expenditure  is  £24  per  year. 

In  spibe  of  bhis  assisbance  since  bhe  Acb  came  inbo 
force  only  bwo  applicabions  have  been  submibbed  bo  bhe 
Minis ber  and  even  bhese  were  nob  approved.  This  refusal 
has  apparently  discouraged  pobenbial  applicants. 

Many  people  complain  of  bhe  sbabe  of  bhe  houses  bhey 
are  living  in  bub  when  proposals  are  pub  bo  bhem  for 
alberabions  bo  be  carried  oub  on  bhese  berms,  bhe  major! by 
prefer  bo  sbay  as  bhey  are,  in  bheir  dilapidabed  cobbages 
lacking  mosb  of  bhe  amenibies. 

Ib  was  hoped  bhab  a greab  deal  of  use  would  be  made 
of  bhis  secbion  and  bhab  ib  would  be  a means  of  dealing 
wi bh  bhis  problem,  " ’ '

of  decay,  demolibion  becoming  inevibable  and  bhose  displaced 
relying  on  bhe  Council  b'o'  'provide  hew  Council  houses.
